Effay againft Superftition ; what idle Stories has he croud- 
ed into his Lives concerning Ghofts, Apparitions, and 
Magicians! Enough might be pick’d out of him to 
make a new Colledion, in order to frighten Children and 
Servants in a Series of Winter Evenings, which would 
be altogether as diverting, well expatiated on, as thofe 
that are now worn thread-bare, and might befides un- 
doubtedly be quite novel with moft Readers. 

In the Prologue to his Life of Cimon, fpeaking 
of Charcnea, his native City, he tells a Story of one Da- 
MON, a great Murtherer, who was at laft age | afjafina- 
ted in a hot Bath by his Fellow Citizens. But as he 


‘| was a popular Man, and "vis probable pretty much in 


Favour with the Priefs of that Time; he having ONLY

ately trump’d up, which PLuTarcH gravely recites, 
that Spirits were Merwante feen in the Place, and Groan- 
ines and Sighings heard, wpon which the’ Door of the 
Houfe was walled up: * And for all thar, adds he, 
* there are Vifions feen, and terrible Voices heard, in the 
* fame Place to this Day, as the NE1GHBOURS TES- 
* vrFyY.’—What an Inftance is here either of Craft ot 
Credulity? Why did not Prutarcu inform himfelf, 
as he too was a Neighbour, without we on the Tefii- 
monies of others? From this fixgle Inftance 1 would leave 
any one who reads him to judge, how far we are to 
credit any other of his wonderful Stories, with which his 
Work fo abounds, when he had not the Honefly or Cario- 
ity to examine a F34, that was certainly within his own 
Yower. I believe moft-ooher Hiftorics of the fame Kind, 
whether antient or modern, are founded» upon much 
the fame Authority as the Damon of Charonea. 

But PrutTarcu was a Prief, and ought therefore 
to be fufpected in Matters that regarded the 4dvantages 
of his Order. We know this was the Cafe among all 
the antient Heathens, and Travellers affure us it is fo 
oneng the Pagans of this Age. It is no Imputation 
upon Cbriftians vo fay this of ddelaters. But 1 with there 
was nothing in which the fermer had given too readily 
into the Cheats and Dreams of the Jatter, as I doubt 
they did in particular with regard 10 Oracles. The an- 
tient Fathers triumph’d upon the Ceffation of Oracles, pre- 
tending that it happen’d precifely at the Birth of the 
Messran, of whofe Power over Demons it was there- 
fore an undeniable Proof: Whereas it is certain that 
there were Oracles a long Time after this happy Period, 
and that the Demons had never any thing more to do 
with the Matter ‘in Greece or ftaly, than they had more 
lately with the great Wicker God of the Virginians, which 
alfo deliver’d Oracles, or with the fpea*ing Images at this 
Day talked of in fome ignorant Couniries. 

Van Date; a learned Phyfician, proved all this 
about fixty Years ago in a mott elaborate Treatife; the 
Arguments of which Monf. FoNTENELLE reduced 
into {mall Compaf:, and threw on them that agréeable 
dir which diftinguifhes all his Writings, in his excel- 
lent Hiftory of Oracles; 2 Work fuited to the meaneft Ca- 
pacity, and which has yet Beaunes to entertain the fi- 
neft Tafte. One would have thought this fufficient to 
overthrow ail the Credit of Oracks in the Chriftian 
World, and that we fhould never more have had the 
Words of a counterfeit Damon brought in to fupport a 
Caufe, which hath fo many irrefragable Arguments to 
fecure it from real Hift ry. ' 

But the contrary to this has happen’d: Many Gen- 
tlemen, even among Proteftants, have thought proper ftill 
to drag in the Deva for an Evidence to the Truth of God, 
at the fame time that they call him @ Liar, and the 
Father of Lies. How often have we heard the Silence of 
Oracles appeal’d to in the Pulpit, as an Event that came 
to pafs jutt at fich an AEra ?

There are many more Oracles of this Kind, and fome 
yet more explicit upon the greateft of Chriftian 
the Holy Trinity: Which the wifeft of Men fince have 
taken only as the Productions of an over-forward Zeal, 
when it enter’d fome weak Heads. It would indeed be 
ftrange if the Oracles of / agavifm were more plain than 
the Predictions g the Prophets, as they certainly muft be 
allow’d af Refponfes, and the Sibyline Verfes, are re- 
ceived as genuine. 

What I aim at, Mr. Sronecast te, is to 
ike Oracles "3 a Level with Witches — Sprites. Lwi 
have them p:fs as mere /mpofitions upon Mankind; which 
if I coultetfeet with ail your Readers, [ am {ure it 
would be doing great Service both to Human Reajon and 
Chriftianity, For what_can be weaker than to recur 
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to that for Proof of the greateft Truths, which has been 
over and over demonftrated to be itfelf oxly Deceit? You 
have not Room for a Treatife, and therefore I thall cone 
tent myfelf with a few erneral Head. 

Firf, The Cheats of Oracles have been by fome- al- 
ways juftly fufpected. They durft not ftand againft com- 
mon Senje, againit a little Cwriofity that in ovher Cafes 
had been eiteemed Jaudable. . Their A#dwives wete like 
the Pawaqwers you mentioned in fpeaking of WAFER’s 
Voyages: They had no Power while a profane Perfon 
(which was the Name they gave to all the Over-curions) 
was in the Way to infpect their Legerdemain. If the 
Perfon refufed erdeavour’d to remonfirate, it was to no 
Purpofe: The People were againft him, and in Favour 
of tne Oracle-Aforger, It was therefore his beft Way to 
be quiet, when he faw a Mos arife: And as to the 
Mos, the Operator had nothing to do to fatisfy them 
but to keep the Field, and make a Devil of his Adverfary. 

Secondly, They were not only fu pected in the Time of 
their full Credit, but many of them were afierwards 
demonfir-ted to be mete Illufions. At the Demolition of 
feveral of thefe voc -] Status, the Conveniency for the 
Prie# within was difcovered, and confequently the Orie 
gin of the Oracle. This was when Chriftianity began to 
prevail over Paganijm, and the J/conoclaftes, ox 1 
breakers, could with Impunity att as they pleafed, 
one of thefe Temples, I think it was of Afculapius in 
fome Town of Cilicia, we are pofitively told by ius, 
that per frye out, not a God or .

been always poffefs'd. 

Let us conclude then, Mr. SronecasTte, that 
thefe Delufions vanithed in proportion as Good Senfe and 
Learning made their Appearance; which is a Suppofition 
that I think the Time when it happen’d will fufficienily 
juftify. Ic was not any particwlar Birth, it was not 
any Failure of natural Powers in the earth (which is a 
Reafon Prutarcn gives inftead of a better) that 
caufed this Ceffation ; it was only the Light of wnprejudic'd 
Underftanding that penetrated into thefe dark Caverns, 
and difcovered there had been nothing in them awful 
but the Objcurity. 

Is not this juft the fame as with People of the beft 
Senfe it has happened in our Days, with regard to 
Wactes and Apparitions ? They no more exift but among 
the Weak, who might as well be taught, under proper 
AMafiers, to believe in a Revival of Oracles. Tinat Chriiti- 
anity fhould fetch any Proof from thefe Fables, when it 
has fo many filid ones to produce, is moft unfufferable. 
Repeat your ddmonitions therefote on tiris Subject, if 
you think your Readers have ftill Occafion for them, 
that you may not appear to be only a /up rficial Spectator, 
of Top-knots and Fans. The Subject is neither to light 
for 2 grave, nor tod ferious for a gay Afind that will con- 
defcend to think, and therefore not unworthy of your 
Confideration.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. | 
Paris, Fan. 25. The Marquefs o'Asganton, Minifter 
and Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, requefted a 
few Daysago M. Van Hoey, Embaifador from the States 
General of the United Provinces, to forward the fol- 
lowing Letter or Memorial to London, in order to its 
being deliver’d to the Duke of Newcattle. 


Big E King has been inform’d that the Duke de Belle- 
ifle, Marthal ef France, and the Chevalier de 
Belleifle, his Brother, Lieutenant-General of his Armies, 
being upon a Journey ia Germany, put up on the zoth 
of | Racer lait at a Poft-Houfe on the Road from 
Catie} to Berlin, which belongs to the King of Pruffia, 
having his Arms and his Livery ; that having alighted 
in the Yard of that Houfe, where they thought them- 
felves in Safety, they were arrefted by a Gang of armed 
Men, without any Officer of Character at the Head of 
theni, but only a Man who ftyl’d himfelf Bailiff of 
Elbingrode, by whofe Orders the grofleft Violences were 
committed againft Meti. de Belleiile, which continued 
*ull their Arrival at Ofterode, whither they were con- 
ducted like Criminals, without any Regard for their 
Perfons and their Dignity, which the Bailiff was tho- 
roughly acquainted with. 

Such Excefles are not tolerated in any Country, nor 
in any Circumftances, and Sovereigns ougiit to do one 
another Juftice for them. His Majetty does nor doubt 
but the King of Great Britain has already fent Orders 
for punifhing the Bailiff of Elbingrode; and he de- 
mands that fuch Punifhment may be fpeedy, and execu- 
ted with as much Eclat and Severity as thar Man’s Con- 
duét has been indecent and contrary to all the Rules of 
Juftice and Humanity. 

His Majetty is likewife inform’d that Meff. de Belle- 
ifle continue to be deiain’d at Ofterode, the’ he is 1gno- 
raniof the Motives for it. When they were ftopt, they 
‘wese not accompanied by any Troops, but only travell’d 
with their Domeiticks, and had Reafon to believe that 
they fhould enjoy the Freedom of the publick Roads, as 
all do thas traverfe Germany, either upon their private 
Bufinefs, or the Affairs of their Mafters. If it be pre- 
tended that they made free with the Territory of Hano- 
‘ver, and that in the Corner of it, which they travers’d, 
there is no fetiled Tranfit 5 and if the Poft-Houfe where 
they were infulted does notenjoy any peculiar Franchifes, 
then. Melfi. de Belleiile muft of courfe be deem’d Prifoners 
of Wat. On fuch an Occafion it is no cafy Matter 10 
get ina few Days all the neceflary Ecclaiciticments 5 
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would leave them in Sufpenfe in 
the King, in order to obviate all 
Difficulties and put an End to their Confivement, has 
iven Otders for paying their Ranforn, according to the 
Jartel-Treaty fign’d at Francfort the 18tlr of July 1743, 
which was executed in o— at the End of the Cant- 
aign of 1 and that of 1744. :

His Majefty could not, in the prefent Situation of 
Affairs, get this Memorial deliver’d by his Minifters to 
thofe of his Britannick Majefty ; but he has order’d it 
to be deliver’d to M. Van hoey, Embaffador from the 
States General to him 3 and his Magetty does nut doubt 
but this Minifter will ufe his Credit with their High 
Mightinetfes, in order to obtain by their good Offices a 
fpeedy Difpatch of the King of Great Britain’s Orders 
to the Regency of Hanover, for punithing the Bailiff 
of Elbingrode, and releafing Meif. de Belleiile. 

All Princes and States have an Intereft in not fuffering 
the Safety of the High Roads to be gaterrupted: Hence 
arifes the Neceflity of inflicting an"exemplary Punith- 
ment on the Bailiff of Elbingroae. 

The Execution of Cartei-Treaties neither can nor 
ought zo be retarded upon any Pretence wharfoever ;
